GLIDER IN | 
AIR TRIP 


Aviation Expert Proves 
Feasibility. of Motorless 

Sail Plane 
P. Morr wre) 

FORT WASHINGTON CN. Y.) 
Sept. 6.—Glenn H. Curtiss, aviation 
expert, today soared over Manhas- 
set Bay in a sail plane, which on 
two occasions took the air when 
towed by a speedboat, stayed aloft 
fiorty-nine seconds each time with 
the towline cut and then glided 
gracefully down to the water again. 
This was said to be the first time a 
machine glider hag ever risen from 
the water. 

At the end of the experiment, ob- 
served by a large party of engi- 
neers, Mr. Curtiss expressed him- 
self well pleased with the result of 
the test, and then gave himself over 
to interesting speculation on the 
possibility of “air trains”—a num- 
ber of sail planes towed through 
the air by a motored seaplane. 

The theory that trailers could be 
attached to a flying boat was ad- 
vanced by aviation experts, who 
watched the flights, after D. Gil- 
more, chief engineer of the Curties 
Corporation, discovered that the 
sail plane tugged very lightly at 
the tow line. With the sail plane 
thirty feet in the air, Mr. Gilmore 
grasped the line and found that he 
could hold it with one hand. 

Later, when the theory was laid 
before Mr. Curtiss, he said he be- 


lieved it. would be practical to tow 
a sail plane behind a flying boat

MANILA, Sept. 6.—America's 
national ~ anthem, “The Star 
Spangled Banner,” is causing fric- 
tion between American soldiers 
and Filipinos, according to Dr.

“It was her reckless expenditures 
that first attracted suspicion to 
her,” he said. 

“My rich unele died recently,” 
she is said to have explained to a 
telegraph clerk when she wired 
$250 to her fiance in Kalamazoo, 
Mich., and $120 to a man named 
Most, in Chicago.

While, to be sure, O. Henry does 
not have the ent or polish of 
a Poe or De upaseant, neither 
do the latter have the sympathy 
and heart feeling conveyed by 
©. Henry. I think the relative 
merits between the two classes 
represented by Poe and De Mau- 
passant on the one hand and 
0. Henry on the other, may ‘be 
compared to the English novelists 
Thackeray and Dickens. Thacke- 
ray wrote of the idiosyncracies 
of the rich and Dickens wrote 
heart stories of the middle class 
and the lowlier people of England. 
I think there is no question as to 
which of the English writers was 
the most popular and best loved. 
O. Henry's stories appeal to the 
sense of wit, justice or moral 
right with a gripping fervor. One 
can read or De Maupassant 
and shudder and wonder what kind 
of stygian mind could be parent 
to such gruesome romances. 

Poe and DeMaupassant may be 
correct in their fine points of 
literary style, but they do not com- 
pare with ©. Henry for human in- 
terest and that is where the reai 
merit lies.
